' Mr. Baker was principal speaker 
for a meeting of about 50 cotton 
farmers conducted 'by iHempstead 
County Farm 
Bureau to deter- 


mine whether producers desire to 
maintain the present cotton pro- 
gram or devise some alternative 
program which might reverse the 
trends toward smaller consumption 
and reduce acerage allotments. 


Similar meetings are being held 


in other counties of Arkansas and 
other 
cotton-producing 
states, 


where farmers are being asked 
if they want to develope an al- 
ternate plan to be included in this 
fall's cotton referendum. 


In selling out the current situa- 


tion of the cotton industry, fne 
speaker pointed to. these factors 
which have contributed to cotton's 
weakened position; 


1. Carryover of cotton has ;been 


building up rapidly in recent years, 


2. Domestic consumption has not 


been keeping pace with population 
increases, 


3. Cotton has failed to share in 


the expanded world fiber market. 


4. Acerage under allotments has 


decreased. 


5 Yeilds per. acre have gone up. 
And 6, The price of cotton has 


placed it at a severe competitive 
disadvantage in the domestic and 
foreign markets.
